The Cardmall Hypolito £M1 aſter unto Arioſto , falling m loue 
with a youg Lady his Ti home (who for her owne patt was noleſſe 
enamorcd of Dontuliothenaturall brother unto the Cardinall )ſhe 
confeſſed unto him, that the onely thing which occaſioned her ( aboue 
all other) to affe# his brother, was the ſweet aſpeFt and beauty of his 
eyes; vponwhich the Cardinall grew into ſo great a hatredagainſt his 
owne brother, that by iealonſie Turnmg his lout into too violent fury, | 
be ſet eſpials oner Don Julio when he ſhould goe out of the towne on 1 
hunting, and ſet ypon him with a company of villaines , whom the 
Cardinall commanded in his owne preſence ta thruft out the eyes of 
bis brother becanſe they onely were the choice companions of bis loge; 
an att no lefſe infamons to the Cardmall; then intollerable to all ha- 
mane gonernment. Whereupon the Cardinallto eſcape all puniſhment 
that might happen to be inflited vpon him, he preſently fled to Agria 
« (ity Hungary, whereof he was eArchbiſhop andlined there vn- 
#{[the death of Julio the ſecond then Pope of Rome, to anoid bis fury 
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follow him thither, as other of his ſernants in his 'ranke di ; he tooke: 
ir marnellouſly it! at his hands, and cafteng him from fauour vpon ſo 
ht anoccaſion, gane the Port a ground for his muention, 
' The ſecond canſe of bis diſcontentment was, that he being of very: 
Ermiliar and inward acquamtance with the Medices of Flotence, 
of which family two were Popes in his time, the one Lee the tenth, 
the other Clement t he ſenenth, both which he followed in good will,, + 
and ſtood them in greatſtead as well when they were baniſhed their 
conntry,as when they lied as priuate men in their own citie:but when. 
be ſaw his expeflation was deceined , and that he found them not ſo 
ready to requite his ſeruice 4s himſefe imagined he had ( aud thas 
rightly) deſerned, hee gaue them oner quickly, and left the Romane: 
Conrt, retyring himſelfe to line prinately in Florence. For. aboxe all 
things he loued net to dance long attendance at the (, ourt for any prev 
ferment, neither would he be bound (longer then hepleaſed) unto any 
man, althouga he might hane had nener ſo much, he prizing his libers' 
tie at ſo bes a rate, 4s he eſteemed the ſame morethen the beſt: Car-.
